CULBERSON WORRIES 
REPUBLICAN LEADERS 


Resolution to Inquire Into Injunction 
Powers of Judges is the Cause. 
Washington, March 
4.—It 
tran s­ 
it pires that Senator Culberson’s resolu­ 
tion providing for an investigation 
by the Judiciary committee with a 
v i e ^ p f determining what, if any, leg- 
isla% 
n is needed to restrict Federal 
Judges in the exercise of their injunc­ 
tive power, is a source of much em­ 
barrassm ent to the republicans. 
The occasion of this resolution was 
an injunction recently issued by Judge 
I dayton of West Virginia, and it par­ 
ticularly directs the committee to re­ 
port as to that order, but it pro­ 
vides also for a general considera­ 
tion of the whole subject. 
The republicans, of course, do not 
w ant such an investigation made, b i\, 
at the same time they do not car?, by 
Rejecting this 
ate a class of men who are already 
resentful toward the party and in­ 
censed at the man who bids fair to be 
its nominee. 
So far, the republicans 
have deferred action on one pretext 


and another while trying 
to 
devise 
some means of escape from the dilem­ 
ma. 
Fate of Resolution. 


First, the resolution was sent to the 
Judiciary committee, and 
after

ing held up there awhile, it was sent 
to the committee on Audit and Con­ 
tingent expenses of the senate, for 
it contemplates an expenditure.

Cleveland, 0., March 4.—Death in 
one of its most terrible forms today 
claimed between 160 and 170 school 
children of 
the 
North 
Collinwood 
school, in the village of Collinwood, 
an eastern suburb, when the school 
building, catching fire from a defective 
furnace in the basement, was gutted 
in half an hour. 
The building being inadequately pro­ 
tected with fire escapes, the children 
were unable to make their way to the 
lower floors in time to escape the 
flames as they shot up from th*- base­ 
ment and cut off egress. Starting about 
9:30 o’clock in the basement from the 
o-<erheated furnace, the fire gained 
tremendous headway before its pres­ 
ence was noticed. 
The fire drill was inaugurated at 
once and those in the rooms on the 
lower floors quickly moved out of the 
building. 
But when the panic-strick­ 
en little ones in the upper floors at­ 
tempted to make their way to the 
stairway the jam of uncontrolled and 
fear-stricken children grew until but 
few were able to extricate themselves 
and they perished almost in reach of 
safety. 


Various and unconfirmed statements 
are made as to the cause of the fire 
anc* also that the doors of the build­ 
ing had been locked at the front en­ 
trance, while but one door of the 
rear entry was unfastened. 
The janitor, Fritz Herter, himself 
bereaved of three children, says the 
doors were open, according to cus­ 
tom. 
At any rate, the congestion of 
fleeing children in the hallway be­ 
low effectually barred the way and 
the little ones went to 
their 
death 
totally unable to evade the flames. 
Within three hours a fL r the start 
of the fire it had burned itself out 
and the work of recovering the bod­ 
ies commenced. 
The village fire de­ 
partm ent had two engines and neither, 
upon arrival after the alarm was giv­ 
en was at all effective in stemming the 
flames. 
The school was a two-story 
and attic brick building, constructed 
about six years ago. It was overcrowd­ 
ed with pupils, and it was found ne­ 
cessary to utilize th? attic for those 
of the ages between 6 and 8. 
Nearly all the children were killed 
in the mass at the first 
floor 
door, 
which finally was opened by men from 
the Lake Shore Railway shops, who 
hurried to the scene. 
A wall of flame 
had formed across it and most of the 
children already were dead by the time 
the doors were swung open. 
Approximately 300 children attended 
the school which had nine rooms. 


Guthrie, Ok., March 4.— In the Ok­ 
lahoma House today the bill by Rep­ 
resentative Durham of Pottawatomie 
county naming fees for District Clerks 
was sent to engrossment. 
The max­ 
imum allowed District Clerks is $1,- 
800, all others reverting to the coun­ 
ty and of which is to be paid the as-1 
sistants for the office. 
The first as­ 
sistant may not receive more than $1,- 
200, the second $1,000 and others not 
to exceed $800 per annum. In all count 
ies of 20,000 population or less clerks 
of the district court are made ex­ 
officio clerks of the county courts. 
The house passed finally a bill to re­ 
strict the spreading of Johnson grass 
and the Russian thistle. Railroad com­ 
panies are enjoined not to permit eith­ 
er to go to seed upon their rights of 
way, under the penalty of damages to 
the owner of the adjoining land. 
The senate had a busy day, pass­ 
ing finally the house bill providing 
the state, debt through the issuance of 
twenty-year bonds, and the house bill 
by Mr. Stetmund to refund state taxes 
paid prior to the passage of the bill 
remitting all state taxes for 1907. The 
bill by Senator Sorrells prohibiting 
the screening, of coal 
before 
it 
is 
weighed creating a state examining 
board and supplementing the state 
mining code, was sent to the third 
reading. 
Thfis bill makes it lawful 
for the state, a corporation or indi- 
\idual to work convicts in coal mines. 
The bill by Senator Agee for a state 
printing plant was postponed for two 
weeks, and a committee composed of 
Senators Agee, Little, Holman, Staf­ 
ford and Brownlee was appointed to 
investigate the present state printing 
contracts, which report is to be con­ 
sidered in connection with the bill. 
The m arriage bill, by Senators Cor­ 
dell, George O Johnson and Graham, 
was also recommended for passage. It 
contains a section prohibiting the m ar­ 
riage of persons of African descent 
with those of any other race, under a 
penalty of $500 fine and five years’ im­ 
prisonment in the penitentiary. Minis­ 
ters who permit this law to be violat­ 
ed are liable to the same punishment. 
Favorable consideration was given 
th? bill by Senator Taylor limiting the 
continuous service of certain railroad 
employes to fourteen hours, and it was 
ordered engrossed. Officials perm it­ 
ting the law to be violated may be fin­ 
ed not to exceed $500 for th? first of­ 
fense and for the second offense $500 
fine 
with 
Imprisonment 
for

months to a year. 
The house voted down a resolution 
prohibiting the rating of pop corn dur­ 
ing the sessions of the house. Among 
the new bills was one by Mr. Whitson 
of McClain county prohibiting public 
i service corporations from giving free 
tickets, franks, etc.

large Slice of East Texas Is Claimed 
by the Cherokee Indians. 
Muskogee ,Okla., March 4.—Yester- 
iay afternoon six full-blood Indians 
walked into the office of the Indian 
Agent with a parchm ent made- in 1835 
which was supposed to convey to the 
Cherokees title to three million acres 
of land in what was known as the 
Cherokee valley, between the Neches 
and Angelina 
rivers. 
The 
Indians 
vho brought the parchm ent have for 
marry years lived in the hills along 
the Illinois river. They want the In­ 
dian agent to investigate their right 
tis the land with a view of bringing a 
m il lh the court of claims against the 
state of Texas for possession of the 
land, or else have the government re­ 
imburse them to its value. 
The parchm ent is the original doe- 
irnent signed by 55 members of ‘‘the 
chosen delegates of the consultation 
of all Texas in general convention” 
and Sam Houston’s name leads all the 
rest. Henry Smith appears as gover- 
sor and C. B. Stewart, executive sec­ 
retary. The document is intended to 
convey to the Cherokee Indians, and 
others who had settled with them, ti­ 
tle to the land mentioned but the sen­ 
ate in secret session turned the rec­ 
ommendation down and the grant was 
sever executed .according to the best 
authority. The parchm ent was signed 
At San Felipe de Austin, Nov. 13, 1835.
